ROXIE STINSON

Columbus, Ohio, October 9.—‘“‘A 
ridiculous fabrication of lies’’ was the 
characterization by Miss Roxie Siin- 
son of the alleged affidavit of A. L.

Fate of Woman 
In Jury’s Hands 
For Third Time 


Seale, Ala., October 9.—The Rus- 
sell county circuit court jury, con- 
sidering the case of Mrs. Leila C. 
Humber, charged with slaying her hus- 
band, Lrcius F. Humber, prominent 
Columbus, Ga., warehouseman, May 
18, 1922, retired tonight at 9:10 
o’clock without having reached a ver- 
dict. The case was called for the 
third time yesterday afternoon and 
was placed in the hands of the jury at 
7:50 o’elock tonight. After a forty- 
five-minute supper recess, the jury de- 
liberated fifty-five minutes before re- 
tiring. 

Mrs. Humber was tried the first 
time in October, 1922, the defendant 
being given eleven years for a second- 
degree murder. Upon reversal by the 
superior court, the case was tried 
again last April, a mistrial being de 
clared., 

The case was hotly contested. In- 
troduction of evidence was completed 
late this afternoon. The state relied 
for the most part on alleged dying 
declarations to the effect that Hum- 
ber was slain hy his wife, being shot 
five times in their home near Girard, 
Ala. The defense claimed that Mr. 
Humber was fatally shot in a tussle 
over a pistol between the husband 
and wife after the former had threat- 
ened to kill Mrs. Humber and then 
slay ‘himself. 

There were few changes in the tes- 
timony over the two former trials. 
The prominence of the Humber fam- 
ily has caused considerable interest 
in the case. 

In view of the former verdict, no 
more serious verdict than one for sec- 
ond degree murder can be found. This 
offense carries a minimum sentence 
of ten years, and any term longer 
than that for the maximum. There 
can be no capital punishment in a 
second degree murder case.

pipe. But although these precautions 
are important, to insure a good draft 
and no escape of carbon monoxide or 
other products of combustion into the 
air of the house, it is also important 
from the hygienic point of view, to 
clear your mind of some old and er- 
ratic notions about household heat- 
ing. 

A common question is the relative 
hygienic value of the different meth- 
ods of heating—stove, hot air furnace, 
steam, hot water. The efficiency, 
economy or adaptability of these 
methods vary with the size and ar- 
rangement of the dwelling to be heat- 
ed, but there is little choice between 
them, from the hygienic viewpoint. 
Perhaps the stove—no matter whether 
the fuel be coal, wood, oil or gas—is 
best, provided, of course, that it has 
proper connection with the flue. Next, 
in my judgment, comes the hot air 
furnace. and I place that second be- 
cause it is most satisfactory when 
fairly free ventilation of the dwelling 
is maintained, whereas hot water or 
steam heating rather favors poor ven- 
tilation by functioning fairly well 
even when the ventilation is far from 
the hygienic standard. Electric heat- 
ers are practically the same, as far as 
hygienic aspects are concerned, as the 
hot water or steam radiator. Of 
course the electric heater requires no 
flue connection, since it doesn’t burn 
anything, 

The common error, which I fear is 
pretty deeply rooted, is that it is 
necessary’ to heat living rooms to a 
temperature of from 74 to 7S degrees, 
and often even higher. This is a most 
unwholesome temperature. It is sev- 
eral degrees higher than the ideal 
temperature of a perfect autumn day. 
It is very easy to accustom the body, 
at least to a certain extent, to such 
an extremely warm climate, so that 
the natural or normal temperature 
will feel a little chilly, and, this is 
the misfortune thousands of semi- 
invalids and enfeebled folk—they be- 
come softened under the hot house 
environment and actually feel uncom- 
fortable under normal environment. 

The right household temperature is 
between 64 and 68 degrees Fahrein- 
heit. If you. start in the autums 
with this standard and stick to it for 
a month or two, you'll find that all 
hands will learn to like it before the 
winter is over. And when you keep 
the household temperature’ within 
these normal bounds you are living 
in a healthful atmosphere. Elderly 
or feeble members of the _ family 
should use heavier or warmer cloth- 
ing if necessary; it is far better for 
them to keep warm that way and 
have the benefit of the proper at- 
mospheric conditicn for breathing. It 
is a common mistake, of women par- 
ticularly, to dress very lightly and 
overheat the house in the endeavor to 
keep warm. The less clothing any- 
body can wear at any time, with due 
regard for comfort, the better for 
health. But heavier’ clothing, = or 
rather warmer clothing, is certainly 
more healthful than overheated at- 
mosphere. 

I haven’t referred to humidity, you 
see. It is of no importance. If you 
keep the household temperature with- 
in the hygienie limit, the humidity 
will take care of itself. If you over- 
heat in the popular fashion, nothing 
under the sun will maintain the 
proper humidity. The excessive dry- 
ness of overheated air is one factor 
which accounts for the undue sen-

Breaks Self-Imposed F 


Caleutta, October 9.—Mahatma 
Ghandi, the Indian holy man. whose 
bloodless revolt against the English 
way of ruling India almost succeeded, 
has broken his self-imposed 30-day 


fast with which he sought to demon- 
strate to his followers of various re- 
ligious faiths his grief at their inter- 
relizious blood-letting. 

Recurrent clashes between Hindus 
and Moslems, in which many rioters 
were killed, caused Ghani to expose 
his frail body to the rigors of a fast. 
Immediately, leaders of the two great 
Indian faiths got. together in an ef-

our farmers a better return for his 
cotton and our labor a_ better pay. 
We can always overcome the cost of 
manufacture on account of cheap 
labor in Europe, by utilizing our 
genius in improved machinery, as we 
have done in the cotton mill business 
With the réS8ult that we use the bulk 
of our own cotton crop toda, to the 
detriment of the European cotto 
manufacturers and our own justified 
benefit. 

Within ten years we have heen 
successful to consume in the United 
States, especially in the south, 75 per 
cent, or over, of our entire linter and

The granting of the large acreage to 
the Farwell interests, of Chicago, now 
known as Capital Reservation Lands, 
in exchange for the building of the 
state capitol of Texas, is a matter of 
well-known history. 

This was a 300,000,000-acre tract 
of land and constituted only a small 
'sector of the available lands in west 
Texas. Geographically this _ tract 
constitutes holdings in the Panhandle 
—the term Panhandle having been de- 
rived from the fact that its appear- 
'ance is that of the handle of a pan, 
the remainder of the state constitut- 
‘ing the vast areas which made the 
name ‘j'exas synonymous with bigness. 


The counties represented Dallam, 
|'Deaf Smith, Hartley, Farmar, Old- 
ha . and Bailey. 


Developments in cotton growing in 
west 'exas have been divided into two 
areas. First, that cf the Panhandle 
and, second, that of the south plains. 
| It is estimated that there is avail- 
able tor cotton cultivation in west 
|Texas around 20,000,000 acres of vir- 
_gin lands. These lands, up until 
twenty years ago, were occupied by 
ranches and some diversified farming. 
The causes of the’ rapid spread of

Many Acres for Cotton. 

It has been estimated that south) 
plains has over 8,000,000 acres adapt- | 
able for cotton growing. Less than 15 
per cent of the acreage is under cul-| 
tivation. Around 4.000 new families | 
have been said to have moved in south | 
plains territory for six months ending | 
April of this year. | 

The land is for sale at prices rang: | 
ing from $15 to $150 per acre, depend- 
ing upon its nearness to the city and 
state of improvement. New land 10 to 
35 miles from railroad sells from $20 
to $40 an acre, terms one-fifth and 
balance on installment. Seven new 
towns have been built within the past 
two years and 1,500,000 acres of ranch 
lands are estimated to be under colon- 
ization at this time. 

Of course the great probiem for west 
Texas is that of. the water conserva- 
tion. Rainfall is normally light and 
during drouth years crops either suf- 
fer severely or are killed except where 
they are under irrigation.

Mississippi river. This region was 
then financially dependent upon New 
York and is geographically nearest to 
her. There were, however. but few 
cotton mills in these states in 1872-2 
and they consumed only 113,000 bales. 
leaving 2,356,000 bales to be exporte:! 
or sold to the New England spinners. 

For much of this cotton New York 
was a natural market and the New 
York cotton merchants of the time 
performed a real commercial service 
by assembling it there and carrying 
it until it was needed for consumptien. 
In that day q premium »p the near 
positions was almost unheard of ex- 
cept when some enterprising specu 
lator attempted to®corner August and 
a legitimate profit was made by 
those who bought spots and sold 
distant futures “against them at a 
premium which represented the ap- 
proximate cost of interest, storace 
and insurance. 

But in the 50 years that have 
elapsed a great change has occurrei. 
In the season of 1922-3 the states 
east of the Mississippi rivér pro- 
duced 4,389.000 bales, but the cot- 
ton mills of those states consumed 
4,028,000, leaving only °61.000 for 
export of shipment to New England. 

Meantime, these states have be 
come financially self-contained and it 
is frequently stated that they are 
independent of New Yor‘. 

In a certain sense th's is true, 
but it is not to be forgotten that 
New York has also progressed. She 
has become the financial center of 
the world. Her bankers handle the 
bulk of our cotton exports. The 
farmers’ cooperative cotten market- 
ing associations are largely financed 
in New York and the same thing 
is true of many soutiiern and New 
England manufacturing organizations, 

Foreign buyers of American cot- 
ton look to New York for the dollar 
credits with which to cover their 
purchases and the New York Cotton 
Exchange has become a_ clearing 
house where the traders in American 
cotton throughout the world meet to 


cover their commitments by the pur- 
chase or sale of contracts 

Another important change has also 
taken place. The star of King Cot- 
ton’s empire has moved westward. Ir 


the season of 1922-3, more than half 
the American crop, or 5,340,000 bales, 
was grown west of the Mississipn: 
river. As there are not many cot- 
ton mills in this region as yet, its 
production is the’ supply upon which 
buyers for export and the New Eng 
land mills chiefly rely.

Atlanta Commercial Exchange 


Has Shown Remarkable Growth 


BY CLARK W. BOOTH. 


The Atlanta Commercial exchange 
has more than justified the fond- 
est hopes of those who organized 
it, and has enjoyed a quicker growth 
and filled a farger sphere of useful- 
ness than they ever imagined. 

Starting with a small nucleus of 
32 active business men, representing 
cotton, cotton seed products, hay, 
grain, flour and fertilizers it leased 
rooms in the Trust Company of Geor- 
gia building, and opened for business 
February 11, 1916, under the presiden- 
cy of E. P. McBurney, to whose wise 
management is due most of its success. 

It now occupies its own skyscraper 
office building, which it erected a year 
ago at the corner of Ivy street and Ex- 
change place, and has an active mem- 
bership of about 30C in which are rep- 
resented, besides the original business 
concerns, dealers in provisions, sugar 
and coffee, live stock and stocks and 
bonds. These accomplishments weer 
made possible largely through the per- 
sonal efforts of Robert A. Smythe, 
president. 

Through the active work of this 
exchange, Atlanta has, become more 
prominent as a spot cotton market, 
and as a hay and grain center. Since 
its organization new warehouses and 
compresses for cotton have been built 
in Atlanta, goving it now one of the 
large storage capacities of the south. 
The increase in the hay and grain 
business necessitates the employment 
by the exchange of the entire services 
of a United States government ap- 
proved expert for sampling and grad- 
ing and handling claims in that busi- 
ness, 

The southeastern headquarters of 
large cotton firms have been moved 
to Atlanta as the result of the better 
facilities offered by the exchange, and 
many of the large firms from other 
sections of the belt have opened branch 
offices in the Exchange building. 

The exchange trading rooms occupy 
the space of two entire floors thrown 
into one splendid auditorium, 


Well Equipped. 

It is equipped with a very elaborate 
system of boards on which is posted 
every quotation and all statisti¢s 
from the leading markets of the world 
in farm products; and also on stocks 
and bonds, money rates, foreign ex- 
change and Liberty bonds. 

Increasing the scope of the new 
service, inaugurated when the exchange 
moved into its new building the first 
of this year, it now has direct con- 
nection with the gulf wires between 
the New York and the New Orleans 
Cotton exchanges, as also direct wire 
service with the Chicago Board of 
Trade, the New York Produce ex: 
change and the New York stock mar- 
ket. The exchange employs its own 


telegraph operators, whose entire time 
is devoted to receiving and recordiag 
on its boards the quotations over thege 
wires. ® 

A corps of young men are employed 
in posting statistics and disseminating 
all information over the private tele- 
phone system to all members in other 
buildings in Atlanta as well as in the 
Exchange building. 

The exchange has always moved ac- 
tively for the better development of 
the agricultural interests of the south- 


east, and the products of the farms 
of this section. It has arranged for 
the sale of these products on its floor 
and extends every facility through its 
committees and arbitration boards for 
handling this business to the complete 
satisfaction of the producer, the broker 
and manufacurer. 


Largely due to the efforts inaugu- 
rated by the exchange in October, 
1922, and its distribution of im- 
ported staple cotton seed, north Geor- 
gia is rapidly getting back its pres- 
tige of years past for fine-bodied sta- 
ple cotton. For some years north 
Georgia cotton has been at a discount 
because of the loss of its staple through 
use of improper seed. 


There is no other organization in 
Atlanta which is doing more to help 
bring to Atlanta new business or to 
make better the conditions for all 
farm products of the southeast than 
the Atlanta Commercial exchange.
